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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants have amended the claims to include subject matter that requires search under the art of 10/103. In 
particular, Applicants have amended the claims to include defining a data binding tag that defines a boundary for rendering the information 
and rules for when the information is rendered, specifying a first action by data binding tag, wehrein the first action includes reading or 
updating the information stored in the first data source and rendering each item in the first data source in the user interface with a markup 
language accordinq to the boundary and the rules defined by the data bindinq taq and based at least partially on the first action. 

Regarding Applicant's arguments Hawley does not appear to disclose specifying using a scripting language at least one attribute on the 
data binding tag. Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.111(b) because they amount to a general allegation that the claims 
define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. Applicant's mere statement that Hawley appears that a user interface component can include multiple views of related 
business objects, which does not patentably distinguishes the references, rather just restates what the the reference shows. 

For these reasons, the proposed amendments will not be entered. 
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
